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DETAILED ACTION 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the best prior 
art of record, Nolan et al. discloses a relaxation oscillator having a circuit for a time 
interval including supplying means (200, 300) and identifying detection voltage level 
means (100). However, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to 
have the arrangement of Nolan et al. to modify to the specific arrangement as set forth 
in the claims which is being construed as invoking 35 USC 1 12, 6 paragraph.
